Fumigators Subject to New Regulations 


|Certai 11 asses of eats 
seo! “operators in Ontario, 
hitherto not subject to regula- 
tion, from now on will be re- 
quired to be licensed and to 
try examinations under revised 
‘regulations enforced by the 
Ontario Department of Health’s 
piety of Industrial Hygiene. 


These classifications include 
persons who use such extermi- 
nation substances as carbon 
tetrachloride, cyanide com- 
pounds, DDT, hydrocyanic 
acid, methyl bromide, organic 
phosphate compounds, sodium 
flouride, strychnine, zinc phos- 
phide and others not listed 
here. 

These new regulations will 
proyide control measures to 
reduce to a minimum the 
danger to the public. As well, 
they will ensure more effective 
destruction of insects, rodents 
and other pests which create 
public health hazards. 


After January 1, 1954, when 
the regulations become effec- 
tive, every operator must carry 
an identification eard, How- 
ever, householders, farmers 
and owners of eating establish- 
ments who wish to carry on 
their own extermination work 
need not be licensed. 

_There is no charge for lic- 
ences—the only requirements 


being reliability and good 
technical knowledge, proven 
through examination. Also, 


any person apprenticed to a 
pest-control operator must be

_TORONTO.— Pre-packaging 
of farm produce has enabled 
Canadian distributors and re- 
tailers to set new merchandis- 
ing targets and this, in turn, 
has reflected in a greater turn- 
over for farm products such as 
vegetables, fruits and meats, 
according to an advance sur- 
yey of packaging experts who 
will be exhibiting at the forth- 
coming 2nd Canadian National 
Packaging Exposition, to be 
held in Toronto on November 


Exhibitors who will be dis- 
playing packaging machinery 
and consumer packaging ma- 
terials at the 2nd ONPE firmly 
believe that the almost phe- 
nomenal increase in sales of 
packaging machinery and ma- 
terials over the past three 


mainly by significant packag- 
ing advances in the agricul- 
tural industry. Not only has 
the visual presentation of pre- 
packaged foods a stronger ap- 
peal to the consumer than old- 
fashionéd “bulk” selling, but it 
enables growers, producers 
and wholesalers to sell by 
brand name thereby ensuring 
“yrepeat’’ business. 


This evolution from bulk to 
packaged selling is considered 
by authorities to be one of the 
main reasons behind our agri- 
cultural transition towards 
large-acreage farms. According 
to the packaging experts, it has 
enabled Canadian farmers to 
become effective merchandis- 
ers rather than merely growers 
or producers, a factor which 
has been largely responsible 
for the rapid’ increase in the 
average farm income since 
World War Il. _ 


However, the packaging and 
merchandising authorities feel 
that the average Canadian far- 
mer and his co-op or distribut- 
ing house have still a long way 
to go towards achieving maxi- 
mum sales through sound mer- 
chandising. While Canadian 
farmers are further ahead than 
‘their European counterparts in 
this respect, say the packaging 
men, they still haven't reached 
the degree of self-sufficiency 
through packaging which is 
evident in many U.S. farming 
communities. The reason for 
this, the experts point out, is 
that Canada is just awakening 
to the countless advantages of 
packaging.
